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Report  for  the  Year,  1928. 


THE  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  Governors  the  Hundred  and  Second  Annual 
Statement  of  Accounts  and  Balance  Sheet. 

The  total  number  of  In-Patients  treated  in  the  Hospital 
during  1928  was  1461.  The  number  of  operations  which  re¬ 
quired  anaesthetics  was  1588.  A  list  of  these  operations  will 
be  found  on  pages  29-30  of  the  Report.  There  were  2972  Out- 
Patients  who  made  10,372  attendances.  There  were  in  addition 
1548  attendances  in  the  X-Ray  department,  and  3443  attend¬ 
ances  of  patients  for  Electrical  Massage.  The  number  of 
Paying  Patients  who  were  admitted  was  38. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  again  shows 
a  considerable  increase,  demonstrating  the  growing  use  made 
of  the  Institution  by  the  residents  in  our  area. 

The  Board  of  Management  desire  to  place  on  record  their 
appreciation  of  the  skilful  manner  in  which  the  Hon.  Medical 
Staff  have  conducted  their  work,  and  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
care  and  efficiency  with  which  the  House  Surgeons,  and  the 
Secretarial  and  Nursing  Staffs  have  carried  out  their  duties. 
They  also  wish  to  thank  the  Chaplain  and  Ministers  of 
Religion  for  their  earnest  attention  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  all 
those  in  the  Hospital,  and  the  Lady  Visitors  for  their  kindly 
attention  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients. 

The  Board  of  Management  have  to  record  with  the  deepest 
regret  the  death  of  the  Bishop  of  Chichester,  who  was 
President  of  the  Hospital.  His  kindly  presence  in  the  Chair 
will  be  much  missed  at  our  Annual  Meetings.  This  occurred 
after  the  date  of  this  Report. 

The  death  of  Major  W.  A.  Chauncy,  during  the  year  under 
review,  has  been  a  very  great  loss  to  the  Hospital  and  to  his 
colleagues  on  the  Board  of  Management.  Major  Chauncy  was 
a  Member  of  the  Board  for  20  years,  and  occupied  the  position 
of  Chairman  for  seven  years.  His  assiduous  attention  to  the 
affairs  of  the  Hospital  during  this  long  period  was  of  the  highest 
value  to  the  Institution,  and  the  Board  of  Management  wish  to 
place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  his  services,  and  their 
very  deep  regret  that  his  death  has  deprived  them  of  his 
company  and  advice. 


During  the  year  under  review,  the  continued  activity  of 
the  Chairman  and  Committees  of  the  Royal  West  Sussex 
Hospital  Centenary  Appeal  and  the  David  Ewart  Memorial 
Fund  resulted  in  a  very  considerable  sum  being  collected  for 
the  objects  in  view,  and  the  generous  offer  of  Major  J.  S. 
Courtauld  to  give  a  further  £2,500,  if  a  similar  sum  was  sub¬ 
scribed  before  the  end  of  the  year,  gave  a  final  impetus  to  the 
Fund,  the  necessary  amount  to  satisfy  this  condition  being 
obtained.  It  is  not  too  late  even  now  to  send  subscriptions, 
which  can  be  paid  to  the  Hon.  Treasurer  at  the  Hospital. 

The  final  total  amounted  to  £19,658  6s.  9d.  and  expenditure 
to  £825  8s.  9d.,  or  less  than  5%,  leaving  a  sum  of  £18832  18s. 
available  for  the  objects  of  the  Fund. 

The  very  generous  gift  of  the  large  electrical  passenger 
lift  by  Messrs.  C.  Shippam,  Limited,  of  Chichester,  supplied  the 
first  and  most  pressing  need  of  the  Hospital.  A  smaller  lift 
was  also  installed. 

The  Nurses’  Home  is  making  good  progress  towards 
completion. 

To  meet  the  demand  for  separate  Private  Paying  Patients 
accommodation,  a  part  of  this  building  has  been  temporarily 
allocated  for  this  purpose,  in  which  nine  patients  can  be  treated. 
A  small  Ward  in  the  Hospital  is  to  be  allocated  and 
equipped  for  maternity  cases. 

Owing  to  the  necessity  of  establishing  through  communica¬ 
tion  between  the  Hospital  and  the  Nurses’  Home,  the  old 
isolation  ward  can  no  longer  be  used  for  this  purpose,  and  a 
new  Isolation  Block,  separate  from  the  main  building,  is  in 
course  of  erection.  This  will  be  a  great  improvement. 

The  Board  of  Management  consider  that  they  have  in 
this  manner  provided  for  the  objects  of  the  Fund,  so  far  as 
the  amount  at  their  disposal  permits. 

The  Board  of  Management,  and  all  those  who  are  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  owe  a  very  deep  debt  of  gratitude 
to  the  Earl  of  Bessborough  and  his  Committees  for  their  assidu¬ 
ous  and  unceasing  hard  work  on  behalf  of  this  Fund,  which  has 
resulted  in  so  satisfactory  a  conclusion.  Their  best  thanks  are 
due  to  all  those  who  have  so  generously  assisted  the  Fund,  by 
subscriptions,  entertainments,  personal  services  and  other 
means,  too  numerous  to  mention  here  in  detail. 

The  services  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Whitehead,  our  Architect,  call 
for  particular  notice.  These  have  been  invaluable,  and  have 
saved  the  Fund  a  large  amount  of  expenditure.  Those  who 
are  interested  in  the  Hospital  should  appreciate  the  very  large 
amount  of  work  and  time  which  he  has  devoted  to  it.

W.  Leggatt  ,by  kindly  acting  as  Honorary  Clerk  of 
the  works,  has  also  given  much  time,  and  applied  his  special 
knowledge  and  experience  to  the  Building  of  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  and  thus  saving  a  considerable  expense. 

The  Board  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Park  Hubbard,  Hon.  Treas.  ; 
Mr.  F.  J.  Gentle,  Hon  Auditor,  the  Hon  Secretaries,  and 
Captain  H.  W.  Luttman- Johnson,  Secretary  of  the  Fund 
Committee,  for  their  much  valued  assistance. 

A  full  list  of  subscribers  to  the  Fund  and  the  audited 
statement  of  accounts  are  circulated  with  this  report. 

The  West  Sussex  Associated  Hospitals  Contributory  Fund 
has  made  very  satisfactory  progress  during  the  year.  The 
membership  was  on  January  1st,  1928,  10,700  covering  in  all 
about  21,000  persons  ;  on  January  1st,  1929,  it  was  13,300 
covering  about  26,000  persons.  These  iigures  are  approximate. 
The  amount  paid  to  the  Hospital  for  1927,  £1,779  4s.,  in  fact 
covered  a  period  of  16  months  whereas  the  amount  paid  for 
1928,  £2,106  9s.  7d.  was  in  respect  of  a  period  of  11  months 
only.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  proportion  only  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  fund  are  paid  to  this  Hospital.  The  other 
x4ssociated  Hospitals  also  receive  their  shares. 

The  Governors  will  realize  how7  vital  the  success  of  this 
scheme  is  to  the  finances  of  the  Hospital,  and  how  much  the 
Institution  is  indebted  to  the  Chairman,  Major  Jellicorse  and 
the  Committee  and  Staff,  who  have  done  so  much,  in  spite  of 
difficulties,  to  make  it  a  success. 

Representation  on  the  Court  of  Governors  has  been  granted 
to  the  representatives  of  the  Fund,  at  the  rate  of  one  repre¬ 
sentative  for  every  £100  paid  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Management  owe  their  grateful  thanks  to  all 
those  who  have  contributed  in  money,  personal  services  and 
by  other  means  to  the  upkeep  of  the  Hospital  and  the  comfort 
of  the  patients. 

They  wash  to  thank  The  Duchess  of  Richmond  and  Gordon 
for  £27  3s.  4d.  subscribed  by  the  Grocers’  Federation  on  the 
occasion  of  their  visit  to  Goodwood  House  ;  Viscount  Cowdray 
for  his  generous  gift  of  £250  from  the  receipts  of  the  Cowdray 
Golf  Links  ;  the  Mayoress  of  Chichester,  her  Committee,  and 
Assistants  for  £183  5s.

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This  sum  has  been  allocated  to  the  much  needed  repair  of  the 
kitchen  floor,  which  will  be  covered  with  Terrazzo  paving  at 
a  cost  of  approximately  this  amount.  The  Patronesses, 
Committee  and  all  those  who  gave  their  assistance  to  the 
Annual  Hospital  Ball  for  £120  paid  to  the  Hospital.  Sir  Walter

The  accounts  show  a  considerable  improvement  over  those 
of  last  year,  the  deficit  being  £649  15s.  3d.  as  against 
£1976  12s.  lid.  last  year,  in  spite  of  the  increase  in  the  work 
done.  This  result  has  been  obtained  partly  by  an  increase  in 
income  and  partly  by  internal  economies  effected  by  the  Matron 
and  Secretary. 

While  this  reduction  is  satisfactory,  the  existence  of  a 
deficit  remains  a  cause  of  anxiety.  As  it  is  unlikely  that  any 
further  appreciable  economies  can  be  made  without  loss  of 
efficiency,  the  Board  hope  that  with  the  continued  support 
of  those  resident  in  the  district,  the  income  may  be  further 
increased  during  the  current  year.

MATRON’S  REPORT. 


During  the  year  1928  nine  Nurses  completed  their  training, 
passed  the  Final  State  Examination  and  received  their 
Certificates. 

Six  Nurses  passed  the  preliminary  State  Examination,  and 
the  results  of  the  Hospital  Examination  were  very  satisfactory. 

Lectures  are  given  by  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  the  House 
Surgeons  and  the  Matron,  in  accordance  with  the  General 
Nursing  Council  and  the  results  prove  that  a  high  standard 
of  efficiency  has  been  maintained  with  regard  to  the  training 
of  Nurses. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ROYAL  WEST  SUSSEX  HOSPITAL 
WIRELESS  INSTALLATION,  1928. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Wireless  Fund  is  still  in  a  sound 
condition,  although  the  expenditure  on  renewals  has  been 
somewhat  heavier  this  year.  This  latter  has  been  chiefly  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  valves  had  out-run  their  useful  life,  an 
output  transformer  broke  down  and  had  to  be  replaced,  while 
many  headphone  leads  have  also  needed  replacement. 

It  is  probable  that  the  balance  will  be  seriously  depleted 
during  the  coming  year,  as  when  Alternating  Current  is  con¬ 
nected  to  the  building  I  hope  to  instal  apparatus  for  the 
complete  elimination  of  the  accumulators.  This  would  lead 
to  cheaper  and  more  convenient  working. 

The  installation  has  continued  to  give  good  service  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  the  period  of  programme  hours  breakdown 
has  again  been  practically  nil. 

The  headphones  continue  to  get  very  severe  treatment. 
Between  60  and  70  pairs  have  been  overhauled  during  the 
year,  and  several  pairs  have  been  withdrawn  from  service. 
There  is  a  further  number  which  will  soon  require  replacement.
